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Suggestions in Analyzing a Pedigree*

competition. The mass of data available to the auto- 

mobile manufacturer makes it necessary that to suc- 
ceed in the manufacture of automobiles, all available data 
on the subject must be studied, or the competing auto- 
mobile manufacturer will produce more efficiently and be 
able to undersell The same is true in regard to cattle 
breeding. Large volumes of data have been collected on 
milk production and its careful compilation and classifica- 
tion has made the study of pedigrees increasingly valu- 
able. In order thus to be able to compete with the wide 
awake Holstein breeder we must learn what there is to 
learn about Holstein records and profit by the data that 
has been collected. 


Breed What We Want 

‘the principle of improving cattle by breeding or by a 
study of pedigree is absolutely sound. That is the only 
way breeds have been evolved. Possibilities are almost 
limitless. Perhaps the best example can be taken in the 
development of the various breeds of dogs. Almost all 
comparative lengths of limb and body; of character of 
head and nose and of color and character of hair, have 
been obtained in the formation of the various breeds. 
When we breed within the definite breed of dogs we do 
not know exactly what we are going to obtain, in 
character of hair, body form, and length of limb, but 
approximately so. In fact, we are more impressed with 
the definiteness of transmission of characteristics or with 
the similiarity of characteristics than we are with the dis- 
Similarity. If we study our Holstein cattle carefully and 
the records minutely, we too will be more impressed with 
the similarity obtained by breeding rather than the dis- 
similarity, 

Breeding Proposition Becoming More and More Definite 

The dairy breeding proposition is becoming more and 
more definite, but at best it will still have many very 
difficult phases. We are just coming to the point where 
bloodlines within a breed are being definitely established 
similar to the manner in which blood lines first estab- 
lished the breeds. In forming breeds of any class of 
animals the lines differentiating the animal that can be 
considered purebred are not definitely drawn. As the 
breeding along the definite line continues the characters 
become more and more fixed. The same will be true in 
the family lines of our breeds of dairy cattle. 

It becomes a function of a breed association not only 
to see that it has authentic records on which values can 
be based but to encourage methods by which this data 
can be most correctly and efficiently presented to its 
members. 

The word “pedigree” as used in dairy cattle terminol- 
ogy refers to the tabulated history of the ancestors of an 
animal. It is not, as is so frequently assumed, an official 
paper issued from the office of the Breed Association. To 
correctly gauge values of our purebreds, a more complete 
and accurate knowledge of the lines of breeding and pro- 
duction possibilities of our individual animals should be

L = stock breeding is like all industries—a field of 


obtained. Too small a percentage of our purebred Hol- 
steins have had their pedigrees tabulated. Consignment 
to sales has seemed to be the only reason why a complete 
pedigree has been deemed necessary. 

A study of pedigree becomes especially important in the 
selection of the herd sire. The number of sires that any 
one breeder will use during his active period of cattle 
breeding is small and he can ill afford to make even one 
mistake. 

Points of Real Value in a Pedigree 

The pedigree may contain almost any variety of data 
in regard to the history of the animal, its ancestors, or 
progeny. The practice followed by companies writing 
Holstein-Friesian pedigrees is to carry out the lineage for 
three generations and to include in the records reported 
only data of production as given by the Advanced Regis- 
try office. It is well that it has not become customary to 
include cow testing association records as the public 
should always recognize these records on a basis not 
easily to be confused with official records. Winnings in 
well known recognized shows can with propriety be 
tabulated in the pedigree. References to sales records 
both public and private tend to be misleading and their 
publication in pedigrees should be discouraged. Many an 
embryo Holstein breeder has made his decision on the se- 
lection of a bull on the basis that the calf carried 25% of 
the blood of a $10,000 bull. The average record of a series 
of nearest dams or nearest tested dams is frequently 
quoted in supposedly bringing out the good qualities of an 
animal. It is often misleading to quote these average 
records. This is especially true if quoted on dams beyond 
the second generation. A high record—as a 40-lb. week 
record, or a 1200-lb. year record in the third or fourth gen- 
eration where each animal contributes only 124%% or 
614% of the breeding gives a weighted average far above 
the true value of the breeding. Where average records 
are quoted it will usually be found that the low records 
are close up in the pedigree. 

Recording production of relatives, which are not so 
closely related as to have a direct bearing on their pro- 
ducing ability, for the purpose of filling the pedigree tends 
to be deceptive and should be discouraged. We find pedi- 
grees crowded with records quoted on relatives such as 
“from a sister to;” “three-fourths brother to the sire 
of;’’ “by a brother to,” etc. 

The relationship under these terms is very hard to 
follow and in order to more accurately weigh the pedigree 
it is well to first cross out the data so tabulated. Analyze 
for instance the definite relationship existing between a 
prospective herd sire whose pedigree is being studied and 
the records listed with the dam of the bull under the 
caption, “Her sire is by a brother to.” “Her sire is by,” 
already makes the relationship “great-grandsire,” and the 
“brother to” brings the relationship again one more gen-

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eration distant and represents then in this fourth genera- 
tion only one-half the same breeding. In other words, the 
records listed appear underneath the name of the dam but 
are the records of one-half sisters to the great-great 
grandsire. 

Possibly part of the blame can be placed on pedigree 
companies in their endeavor to please the breeder for 
whom the work is being done. Much of the blame can, 
however, be placed on salesmen and breeders who demand 
that a pedigree be filled with data whether or not it is 
important in the pedigree of the animal written. 

The most general mistake that Holstein breeders, 
salesmen, and pedigree companies have made in compil- 
ing pedigrees is the piaying up of records of distantly re- 
lated animals in order to make them appear close up and 
important in the pedigree. It is to the benefit of all con- 
cerned that correct emphasis be placed on true breeding 
values, and that the fewest possible number are deceived 
by reading the pedigree. 

The outstanding features, to look for in a pedigree are 
as follows: 


1. The production records of the daughters of the sire. 

2. The record of the dam. 

3. The production of the sire’s dam. 

4. Whether the production records are uniformly good 
or whether there are simply a few outstanding 
records. 

6. Whether the breeding is generally known and 
advertised. 


It is as difficult to breed an animal having a pedigree 
combining all the above features as it is to breed an ani- 
mal duplicating the outline of the true type Holstein. 

The manner in which milk production is inherited is 
still largely an unsettled question. The many external 
conditions which readily influence an individual animal’s 
development may markedly affect its possibilities of 
making a record without affecting its inheritable milk 
producing qualities. In contrast to this a combination of 
circumstances may make possible an outstanding official 
record without the possession in even a small degree the 
possibility of transmitting efficient dairy qualities. In 
that all practicing cattle breeders and students of genetics 
recognize the extremely complicated character of the 
factors entering into the transmission of qualities of milk 
production it is important before purchasing a new sire to 
correctly weigh the records as affected by these external 
influences. 

Uniformity of high production and reproduction is the 
most important feature for a pedigree to possess. A 
general rule may be accepted that an animal’s normal 
possibilities of production and reproduction are _ inter- 
mediate between the normal production possibilities of 
the dam and the potential possibilities of the sire. There 
are notable exceptions to this rule. When these excep- 
tions are noted it frequently leads to the application of 
the particular case generally and to the assumption that 
either the sire’s or dam’s influence is always predominant. 
A theory frequently quoted but not substantiated is that 
the sire’s influence predominates in the femaie and the 
dam’s influence in the male. 


The Record of the Dam 


It has become the practice to consider the record of 
production of the first dam more frequently and carefully 
than any other point in the pedigree. This point has been 
stressed so generally that many frequently set out to buy 
a bull with the main idea that his dam must have a defi- 
nite week record or year record. They assume they are 
definitely breeding upward if they select a sire whose dam 
has a higher week or year record than the sire which pre- 
ceded it. The fallacy lies in stressing the point of the 
definite record rather than the apparent inherent possi- 
bilities of the dam. 

Many herds today possess aged cows with compara- 
tively mediocre records who have shown through other 
angles of their work their suitability and excellent quali- 
ties as the dam of herd sires and yet they have never 
been favored with conditions making possible a record 
comparable to their possibilities. Other less desirable 
cows in the same herd have made higher records because 
of a combination of favorable conditions. The bulls, how- 
ever, from the former go into discard, or at best, head 
grade herds, while from the latter they go into purebred 
herds breeding on possibly a minimum of 30 to 100 off- 
spring in the first generation, and several hundred off- 
spring as grandsons and granddaughters in the second 
generation. 

The purebred industry in keen competition with the 
rigid selection in the grade cattle industry cannot with- 
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stand this imperfection or indefiniteness in selection. 
The grade herds with most rigid selection of heifer calves 
from the dam’s side, may have an advantage thus which 
is on the average hardly offset by the supposedly better 
selection of sires on the purebred herds. A large per- 
centage of the grade herds are headed not by sires out of 
cows with low or mediocre official records, but by bulls 
out of the best cows of herds with wonderful record pos. 
sibilities, whose owners have never found themselves in 
position to do testing work. 

In order to make the point of the record of the dam 
valuable in the selection of a sire the following four im- 
portant characteristics should be carried by the dam’s 
record and history. 

1. The production records should have been dupli- 
cated or at least indicated by the other daughters 
of her sire. 

2. The production should be normal to the cow rather 
than be due to ideal conditions under which she 
may have been placed. 

3. Her daughters in milking form should show high 
production. 

4. The milk and fat production should be well propor- 
tioned. 

As an indication of transmittable production the aver- 
age production of all the daughters of the dam’s sire is 
more important than the dam’s record. The more definite 
test, though one rigid to apply in selecting a sire, is the 
production records of the daughters of the dam. These 
are On a par in value with the records of the daughters of 
the sire. The purebred industry has thus worked under a 
handicap on account of an over emphasis of the record of 
the first dam. 

The Daughters of the Sire 

The value of the sire can most definitely be measured 
by the records of his daughters. On account of the 
number of offspring that can be studied, undoubtedly the 
preponderance of evidence of good or bad transmittable 
qualities in a pedigree can best be obtained from this 
source. Too much emphasis can easily be placed on the 
number of daughters. The value that a large number of 
tested daughters has, is that it indicates that his owners 
undoubtedly held the bull in high regard, and continued 
and promoted his use largely after they had definite 
knowledge of his transmitting value. The average pro- 
duction of his daughters and as to whether they are an 
improvement on their dams is the important question. A 
few outstanding daughters with records even up to 30 Ibs. 
in seven days, or 1000 lbs. in a year are not evidence of a 
sire’s value if there are accompanying with these many 
other low production records. This is especially true 
where a goodly number of daughters have been tested as 
these are usually in the herds where the cows are given 
the most advantages. 

The Production of the Sire’s Dam 

The sire and the dam combining all that enters into 
the breeding of an animal, it might be said that the entire 
pedigree has been covered when the sire and dam have 
been properly studied. The data given in the second and 
third generations only bolsters and extends that which is 
learned in the first. The amount of thought and study 
given to the second dam or the grandam on the sire’s side 
undoubtedly gives her greater importance than only the 
25 per cent of the breeding she can contribute. Being 
the outstanding individual animal to consider on the sire’s 
side in the pedigree, gives it this added importance. 

Value of Following Generally Known Breeding 


The value of a pedigree is dependent not only on the 
records of the various animals, but also on the general 
publicity that has been built along the line of breeding. 
By accepting a line of breeding generally known, one 
accepts the judgment of the men best qualified to know 
as to what lines of breeding are best to follow. The 
breeder of an average sized herd cannot afford to spend 
enough money advertising to generally inform the public 
in regard to the qualities of his herd’s breeding, and thus 
if he can buy his sires from advertised lines of breeding 
he can draw on the general publicity of the line of breed- 
ing to promote the sales of his stock. 

Better Breeding An End in Itself 

The ultimate success of a breeder of cattle is based 
not so much on his financial gain as on his attainments in 
producing a better and more efficient strain of dairy 
cattle. Financial achievements are important but it is too 
frequently the only basis on which success is measured. 
By stressing first breed improvement as an end in itself 
rather than the immediate commercial gain the Holstein 
breed will rise even more rapidly in popularity. 





















E WHITES, at least, all came 
W into the world with uniform 

complexions of lobster red, 
toothless, hairless, helpless. Which 
circumstance was perhaps one of the 
influences that led some _ superficial 
observer to remark that “All men are 
created equal,’ thereby denying the 
hereditary influences that might ex- 
ist in one of us because a liberal 
sprinkling of our near ancestors were 
the sort that were rightfully hung, or 
in another of us an equally numerous 
near ancestry that rightfully reached 
the high places of good repute. 

At the same time, some other 
thinker of more. or less quality has 
laid down the proposition that ‘“Hu- 
mans are the worst bred members of 
the animal kingdom”, by way of com- 
parison with the lower animals of 
which we have authentic record of 
ancestry through the herd books of 
the various breed associations, there- 
by giving due credit to the influences 
of ancestry and of intelligent mat- 
ings. 

Suppose that on the first proposi- 
tion we accord every man the right 
to maintain the pleasant fiction that “I am the equal of 
any man,” if on the second he will admit the truth that 
“My herd is only as good as the intelligence used in mat- 
ing good ancestors has made it.’’ We thus put forth the 
proposition that all breeding herds are not equal in qual- 
ity, regardless of the fact that all individual animals in the 
various herds sprung from a common ancestry and are to- 
day recorded in the same herd book. 

That breeding herds differ widely in quality is of 
course obvious to all trained observers, and likewise to 
probably most owners, but how many owners actually 
admit it in practice? And not admitting it, sometimes 
even to themselves, adopt a course of breeding and busi- 
ness practice that accomplishes little and sometimes 
costs them much. 

Without for a moment trying to discount the enthus- 
iasm a breeder may have because of his honest belief that 
his animals are the equal of any, if that enthusiasm will 
carry him beyond the conversation stage to the point 
where their real worth is fully demonstrated through pro- 
duction, well and good. It would seem that a large per- 
centage of the usual financial leaks in the breeding busi- 
ness could be stopped if each breeder would frankly admit 
the limitations of his herd and shape his operations ac- 
cordingly. Such a course would inevitably lead to lower 
costs of production and corresponding increases in profit. 

In applying these thoughts to the constructive breed- 
ing of purebred Holsteins to best accomplish that for 
which they exist—the improvement of grade and common 
dairy herds for economic milk and butterfat production 
in volume—it would seem that all registered Holstein 
herds may properly be classified into three main groups 
after this fashion: 

Group 1—This group would be the very backbone of the 
Holstein breeding industry, and would consist of herds 
founded upon medium and low priced females, so priced 
because of lack of production records themselves and 
with pedigrees that we class as plain. These herds 
would be headed by bulls of high quality, with plenty 
of production and type in their pedigrees. These herds 
would be scattered widely throughout every principal 
dairy section. They would be operated strictly upon a 
commercial dairy basis and fed as well as the best com- 
Mercial dairy practice demands. Carried to the ideal 
point, every one of these herds would be in a cow test- 
Ing association, and it would thus be possible to weed 
out every unprofitable producer among them. 

_ These herds would supply the bulk of purebred reg- 
istered bulls to head grade dairy herds in their respective 
communities, and would, in fact, be the main outlet for 
dissemination of pure blood thyoughout grade herds. 
The owners of these herds would have fully determined 
at the beginning to follow the course outlined above, with 
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a watchful eye at all times of course 
for the exceptional cow or family 
group that should be more fully de- 
veloped through official testing, and 
with entire willingness to leave to 
the breeders in the other groups the 
task of making the world records. 

Group 2—The herds in this group 
would average greater in number of 
cattle per herd, and higher in quality 
than the herds in Group 1. They 
would be founded upon females of 
better type and pedigree, with more 
production records present, and at 
higher cost, and would be headed by 
bulls of very great excellence. Car- 
ried to the ideal point, every one of 
these herds would be in a cow test- 
ing association. The better produc- 
ers would be given semi-official 305- 
and 365-day records on three time 
milking, and as_ individuals and 
groups of outstanding producers were 
developed they would be given 305- 
and 365-day records on four time 
milking. 

It may be well to say at this point, 
as applying to herds in all groups of this plan, that three 
times per day milking of Holstein cows has been proved 
a paying business proposition. That is the increased 
production of the extra milking shows a very satisfactory 
profit as compared with two time milking. Some owners 
who practice three time milking of cows as a commercial 
proposition with cows not on official or semi-official test 
set a standard of production below which cows are drop- 
ped to two time milking. 

The herds in this group would require a greater pro- 
portionate investment in females, herd bulls, buildings 
and equipment, and in labor than would those in Group 1, 
but could be expected to return more than enough ad- 
ditional profits to warrant the investment. These herds 
would also be located in the midst of principal dairy 
centers, for while the bulk of the bulls produced would 
be sold to owners of grade herds, they would also be call- 
ed upon to supply many of the bulls to head the purebred 
herds in Group 1. The owners of these herds at the be- 
ginning would have decided definitely to shape their oper- 
ations toward profitable dairy production first of all, with 
expectation of better than average returns from the sale 
of young bulls and surplus breeding females. 


Group 3—This group would contain a relatively small 
number of herds of varying size, from the one-man herd 
up to the very large collection. To a very large extent, 
the herds in Groups 1 and 2 would depend upon the herds 
in this group for improved blood and type. The herds 
in this group would be composed of the best females 
possible to buy or develop, headed by the outstanding 
bulls of the breed. Investments in cattle, equipment, 
feed and labor would be correspondingly large. 


The herds in this group might or might not be located 
in the main dairy centers, though they should at least be 
close by. They might or might not be members of cow 
testing associations. Their worth as producers would be 
established through regular and complete semi-official 
testing for 305- and 365-day periods. Females in these 
herds would be fed and handled for capacity production 
on three and four time milking, and the poorer producers, 
the short-time milkers, the low testers and other undesir- 
ables would be constantly weeded out by way of the 
butcher or into grade herds with cancelled registration 
papers if their production would warrant their preserva- 
tion as dairy cows. Even from this group a considerable 
number of bulls must be sold to head grade dairy herds, 
some would go to head purebred herds in Group 1 and 
they would be the chief source of supply of high class 
bulls to head the herds in Group 2, as well as superior 
breeding females to be added to herds in both of the 
preceding groups.

Arden Farms—Breeders and Developers 


Minneapolis is an institution that has figured very 

prominently in the development of the Holstein 
breed. Arden Farms, owned by Senator J. M. Hackney, of 
St. Paul, has been in the limelight since it was founded 
and in the past nine years has come into a position of par- 
ticular prominence as one of the great breeding and de- 
veloping plants of America. Here Mr. Hackney has bred 
five 30,000-lb. milk producers and twenty-two cows that 
have made from 1000 to 1523 lbs. in year test; distinctions 
that can be accorded no other breeder. He has developed 
the only bull in the world with three 1000-lb. three-year- 
old daughters and has bred and developed the only 1000- 
lb. cow having four 1000-lb. daughters (breeding and de- 
veloping every one of this group of five.) These are but a 
few of the claims that can be made for Mr. Hackney and 
it is certain that the wonderful permanent breeding plant 
represented by Arden Farms will continue to add fame 
to his name as a breeder of Holsteins through the develop- 
ment of the young animals now in the herd and those that 
are still to be born. : 

The herd at Arden Farms was founded in 1909 with the 
purchase of a number of select females of bloodlines then 
popular in the east. To mate with them Mr. Hackney 
purchased Count King, a son of King Walker. He was in

daughters that made a number of very good records, 
thirteen being tested, two of which made over 31 lbs. of 
butter as four-year-olds. Four of his daughters were 
tested for the year, three making from 912 to 1016 Ibs. of 
butter. While the records made on these daughters are 
a credit to any sire it is in the transmitting ability of his 
daughters that his chief greatness lies. One of his un- 
tested daughters, May Walker of Arden, is dam of the 
American Champion, May Walker Ollie Homestead (1523 
lbs.). Another daughter, Beauty Beets Walker (1016 lbs. 
at four years), is the only 1000-lb. cow in the world with 
four 1000-lb. daughters and likewise the only 1000-lb. cow 
with two 1000-lb. two-year-old daughters. Several others 
are dams of 1000-lb. heifers. The daughters of Count King 
were of splendid type and carried uniformly good udders, 
a characteristic that they transmit to a market degree. 

In 1912 Mr. Hackney made valuable additions to his 
herd, among others purchasing a number of the tops of 
the famous Knospe Dispersal. Included were the now 
famous Wisconsin Bess Piebe Laura and her daughter, 
and several young daughters of Sir Johanna Fayne and 
Oak De Kol Ollie Homestead, several of which later made 
records from 30 to 34 lbs. in short-time test and very 
creditable year records up to 1000 lbs. Soon after the pur- 
chase of these animals, on January 30, 1913 to be exact, 
Wisconsin Bess Piebe Laura dropped a bull calf to the

Even without this great 
record, the first forty-odd daughters 
of this sire show an average as two- 
year-olds of over 20 lbs. butter, and 
this 30-lb. record will give the aver- 
age a nice boost upward. His high- 
est record two-year-old daughter pre- 
vious to this one had 26.75 lbs. and 
finished her year with 1113 lbs. This 
heifer, likewise, being run on yearly 
test. Her oldest sister, Pabst Cre- 
ator Acanthus, made a 36-lb. record 
as a second calf four-year-old. All 
these sisters were bred and are 
owned by Pabst Holstein Farms, 
where their sire is in service. 
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Concerning the Dairy Outlook 


lines sends us the following analysis of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture report of the dairy outlook, pub- 
lished in a recent issue of the World. 


A WORLD reader whose work has been along extension 


“I was very much astonished at your advice in a 
recent issue to “go slow in dairying”. I know you 
were quoting the Bureau of Economics <.t Washington 
but I don’t see why you would prefer that division of 
the Department of Agriculture as your authority over 
the Dairy Division, which published statements to 
the effect that there is no danger of over production 
in dairying unless we have an industrial depression. 

“It might be good advice to the fluid milk districts 
to go slow on increasing their production, but it does” 
not apply elsewhere. The bad part about such advice 
is that the newer districts and those thinking of going 
into dairying take that advice literally. Their getting 
into the businéss will do them a lot of good and help 
relieve the pressure in the fluid milk districts by tak- 
ing some of the cows. When we are developing the 
Western and central Western states we are not in- 
creasing dairy production for several years, The 
immediate effect is to actually decrease it and in- 
creases the consumption of products in those areas. 

. ‘This report by the Bureau of Economics is having 

a bad effect on these regions, while that department 
admits that its warning was not intended for those 
regions. If they had been specific and stated where 
there should be a let-up on production, their report 
would not have been bad. 

“We have not advocated increased production East 
of the Mississippi for years but rather more efficient 
production. The former confuses the two and state- 
tents like your editorial make C. T. A. and bull as- 
-sociation work much harder in that territory.” 


This reader’s contention that fhe spreading of the 
dairy industry in the new sections through the purchase 
of dairy cows from established dairy districts will operate 
to decrease rather than to increase the available supply of 
dairy products, is undoubtedly well taken. We cannot 
quite follow him, however, in his conclusion that the 
publication of the item referred to will operate to make 
harder the work in promoting cow testing associations 
and bull clubs. Both of these institutions are agencies 
for greater efficiency in production and are more essen- 
tial to the success of the dairy business than would be 
the case if there was an actual shortage of dairy prod- 
ucts with correspondingly higher prices. 
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We can see no advantage in attempting to gloss over 
the fact that there is at the present time an almost exact 
balance between production and consumption. No per. 
manent good can come to the dairy industry by stamped- 
ing into the purchase of dairy cows a lot of farmers who 
have no real inclination or fitness for the work of dairy- 
ing, but who are so thoroughly discouraged with their 
present situation that they are ready to make a try at 
anything different. In the promotion of diversification 
and dairying in the wheat belt, therefore, there should 
be careful selection, not only of the cows shipped out to 
form these new herds, but also of the dairymen who 
take them over. Otherwise disappointment and unfavor- 
able reaction against dairying are bound to follow. 


The Coulter Plan In Operation 


The greatest activity along this line seems to be in the 
state of North Dakota where Federal aid in the purchase 
of dairy cattle through direct loans is already in opera- 
tion. The sum of one million dollars is already ayvyail- 
able for the carrying out of this purpose and careful plans 
have been worked out for supervision of the whole tran- 
saction. Local committees will be organized by the coun- 
ty agents in each community to form a connecting link 
between the farmers who wish to borrow money and the 
Agricultural Credit Corporation. These committees wil] 
consist of one farmer member, one business-man mem- 
ber and one or three other members to be chosen by the 
first two. The committees will aid applicants in their re. 
quests for loans and will make recommendations to the 
Corporation regarding the fitness of applicants. The 
actual purchasing of the animals will be done by rep- 
resentatives of the corporation and of the local committees 
and the committees will attempt to keep in touch with the 
men who make the purchases and to serve them in an 
advisory capacity. Sound promotion of the dairy industry 
in the new districts will not hold the dairy cow up as the 
panacea for all of our agricultural troubles but will recog- 
nize the limitations of many of our so-called dairy cows 
and many “would be” dairymen. In the successful opera- 
tion of this project for diversification, much depends upon 
the care and good judgment exercised by the local com- 
mittees. 





Chief Larson’s View 


ETTING back to the original proposition regarding 
(; the dairy outlook, the best and most comprehensive 

statement we have seen regarding it is the address 
of Dr. Carl W. Larson, Chief of the Dairy Division, be- 
fore the National Dairy Club in Chicago early in March. 
This address we are planning to present in full to our 
readers in an early issue and at this time we will simply 
quote his conclusion, which reads as follows: 


“With the continuation of the trend of increased 
consumption, with the same ability to buy, I can see 
no probability of stimulating production in this coun- 
try in the near future to a point of overproduction. 
On the other hand a rapid decline in the ability to 
buy or with a greatly increased importation or both 
would have influences that would make an apparent 
oversupply with a lowering of prices. Experience has 
shown, however, that there is a tendency to hold to 
dairy products even when the family budget is de- 
creased and this tendency will probably be even great- 
er since the discovery of the importance of these 
products in the diet and the dissemination of this in- 
formation to the consumers of the country.” 


The Cover 


UR cover illustration this week shows the new United 
O States champion senior two-year-old in strictly of- 

ficial yearly test, Lakewood Maple Crest Amy 593411. 
Her figures at 2 years, 9 months, 21 days, recently report- 
ed, are 21,306.4 lbs. milk, 830.49 Ibs. fat (1038.11 Ibs. but- 
ter) with an average test for the year of 3.90 per cent. 
Early in her lactation, this heifer made a 7-day record 
of 26.83 lbs. butter, 566.9 lbs. milk and in 30 days, 111.89 
Ibs. butter, 2,092.6 lbs. milk. She is a daughter of the 
Century sire, Maple Crest Korndyke Hengerveld, and is 
from a 34-lb. dam. During the progress of this test, she 
was sent to the National Sale at Cleveland by her breed- 
ers, Lakewood Farm, Battle Creek, Michigan; and was 
purchased in that sale for $1,850, the top price of the 
sale for females. The purchasers were the Detroit Cream- 
ery Farms, Mt. Clemens, Michigan. The test was con- 
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tinued strictly official on the train, going and coming and 
at the sale, and the performance loses nothing in its 
credit from the fact that it was made in spite of this 
handicap. Lakewood Maple Crest Amy is one of the val- 
ued foundation animals in the high class purebred Hol- 
stein herd that the Detroit Creamery Company is build- 
ing up in connection with their production of certified 
Holstein milk. 


Oleo Consumption Increases 


ITH the close balance between production and con- 
W sumption of dairy products in this country shown by 

statistics from the Department of Agriculture, im- 
ports of dairy products from foreign countries and the 
steadily mounting use of oleo-margarine are operating to 
reduce the price of butter and of all dairy products. The 
National Dairy Union, an organization of the allied dairy 
interests, makes public some interesting and rather start- 
ling figures on the production of oleo-margarine, as shown 
by the oleo tax stamps sold by the Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue. Their figures show that during the first three 
months of 1924, a total of 67,673,100 pounds of uncolored 
oleo were manufactured as against 57,990,400 lbs. in 1923 
and 43,179,020 lbs. during the first three months in 1922. 
This is over a fifty per cent increase for the first three 
months of 1924 over the same period in 1922. The pro- 
duction of colored oleomargarine shows an even more 
startling increase, being nearly three times as much in 
the first three months in 1924 as for the first three months 
of 1922, the figures being for the first three months of 
1922, 1,165,661 lbs.; 1923, 2,087,197 Ibs., and for 1924, 3,- 
129,426 lbs. In commenting upon these figures, Secretary 
Loomis of the National Dairy Union writes: 

“This situation no less than the situation which 
was disclosed at the recent tariff hearing indicate 
the constant menace which the traffic in butter sub- 
stitutes holds over the American dairy industry. Fig- 
ures produced at the tariff hearing indicate that out 
of vegetable oils and fats, the imports of which are 
chiefly from the Philippines and the East Indies, more 
than a billion pounds of lard substitutes are made, 
every pound entering into competition with both 
American lard and butter. It is the old story of sub- 
stitution and the manufacturers of the substitutes 
seeking the cheapest source of raw material irre- 
spective of the influence upon American dairy or hog 
products, American agriculture or American pros- 
perity.” 


Civil Service Examinations 


HE U. S. Civil Service Commission announces a num- 
T ber of examinations during May that will perhaps in- 

terest World readers. These include lay inspector 
whose duties are to assist at slaughter-houses and pack- 
ing establishments in connection with the inspection of 
meat and meat-food products at an entrance salary of 
$1,080 a year. Junior veterinarian, open to graduates of 
veterinary colleges or senior studies, at an entrance 
salary of $1,500 a year. Extension animal busbandman 
at entrance salaries ranging from $3,800 to $5,000 a year. 
This last position, for which there are several vacancies, 
requires that applicants shall have been graduated from 
colleges of recognized standing, specializing in a course 
of animal husbandry and in addition must have had at least 
six years of responsible experience in animal husbandry 
extension work or its equivalent. Full information and 
application blanks may be obtained from the U. S. Civil 
Service Commission, Washington, D. C. or the Secretary of 
the Board of U. S. Civil Service Examiners at the Post 
Office or Customhouse in any city. The former ex- 
aminations are to be held on May 21 and the receipt of 
applications on the last named close on May 27.

The Directors voted to give some financial help to 
every local organization which would put up a Holstein 
exhibit at local or county fairs during this coming sum- 
mer: and fall. The plans for furnishing considerable ma- 
terial for making up these exhibits or booths which were 
recently reported in the World by the Extension Service 
of the Association were very much favored at this meet- 
ing, and it is hoped that a large number of local organi- 
zations in Indiana will avail themselves of this material 
furnished by the National Association Extension Depart- 
ment and of the financial help from the State Association, 
to put up good Holstein exhibits at their local fairs. 

Director T. H. Blosser, of District No. 3, was appointed 
as Chairman of a committee to set up and equip a Hol- 
stein exhibit at Kendallville, Indiana, on August 7th, 
when the Indiana State Dairy Association has its an- 
nual meeting and picnic at the Kendalville Fair Grounds. 
The State Association will provide for this exhibit. 

The main matter for consideration at this meeting was 
the Second Annual Indiana State Holstein Sale, which 
wil! be held Thursday, June 26th, at Crown Point, Ind. 


A Sale Committee composed of Mr. C. W. Newman, 
Culver, Chairman; Thomas Grant, of Lowell and Charles 
Ohlfest of Valparaiso, was elected. This Committee was 
given the authority to manage and handle the sale. It 
was decided that the Sale would consist of from fifty 
to sixty head of cattle, personally selected by the com- 
mittee. Stringent rules regarding tuberculin test records 
and breeding were adopted, ensuring a thoroughly high 
class sale. 

The Sale will be held at the Fair Grounds at Crown 
Point, Indiana, which is one of the best places in the 
state to hold a sale, and cattle will be sold by Colonel 
J. E. Mack of Ft. Atkinson, Wisconsin. 

At meetings held recently in the southern and central 
part of Indiana, Mr. Joseph H. Hill of Richmond, was 
elected Director of the Seventh District, and at a meet- 
ing at North Vernon, Mr. M. A. Bowers of Moores Hill, 
was elected Director of the Eighth District. It has 
seemed that the districting plan has worked very satis- 
factorily so far as every director is taking a personal re- 
sponsibility for the forwarding of Holstein interests in his 
district. 

Much credit for this flourishing state of affairs is due 
to the present President, Mr. C. W. Newman of Culver, 
who has taken a great personal interest in Holsteins in 
the state, and is able and willing to give considerable of 
his personal attention to the State Association affairs.

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Fitting Calves for the Show

During the past seven years it has 
been my privilege to work with calf 
club members in various capacities. 
During the first five years I met them 
first as a local leader, then as a lead- 
er in county club work and after 
that in the capacity of a State lead- 
er. These five years were spent in 
Wisconsin. 

During the past two seasons, as 
Junior Extension Leader for The Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica, I have met the calf club members 
in many of the states of the Union, 
and have watched them show their 
animals in the rings of several of 
our largest dairy shows and fairs. 

For the following article on “Fit- 
ting Calves for the Show”, I am in- 
debted to the young people whose 
work I have closely watched, and to 
the breeders who have been so help- 
ful to the young folks. I have tried 
to give you the method which seems 
to meet with the most satisfaction 
among the thousands of young people 
and adult breeders whom I have ob- 
served. 

I trust that you will find the sug- 
gestions of value in putting the ani- 
mal in the best of shape, and in dis- 
playing it before the Judge to the 
greatest advantage.—Earl J. Cooper. 


Calf club members must realize 
that proper fitting for the show ring 
cannot be accomplished in a few 
days. Whether or not the calf is in 
good condition and performs well be- 
fore the judge depends upon the feed- 
ing and care given from time of 
birth. You cannot go into the show 
ring and expect to win with over- 
night preparation. Articles on feed- 
ing and sanitation appear elsewhere 
in this Manual and should be care- 
fully studied and practiced. 

Each calf should from the first be 
kept by itself. The pen should be 
clean and dry with fresh air and sun- 
light. No calf can thrive in unsani- 
tary quarters, any more than you can 
grow and be contented in a dark, 
stuffy room. 

From the beginning to the end exer- 
cise is very important. The calf club 
member should train the calf to lead 
and stand properly. Training at an 
early age will save a lot of time and 
work later, when the rush of work on 
a farm and the fair season are ap- 
proaching. 

On days when the club member has 
not time to do this the calf should be 
allowed to run in a paddock for an 


hour or so. Early ‘in the morning or 
during the evening, when the flies 
and heat of the sun will not bother, 
is perhaps the best time. 

In the training of an animal teach 
it to lead without tugging or pulling, 
and to halt on command. When

standing the legs should be squarely 
underneath. Stretching the calf is 
not considered a good practice. 
Begin more active fitting about 
three months before the show. A 
good brushing at least once a day is 
an excellent practice. An ordinary 
horse brush is often used, but the 
brush should not be too stiff and 
hard. It is found that brushing keeps 
the hide clean, and stimulates blood 
circulation, which aids digestion. 
From this time on to showing the 
hide should be protected with a 
blanket. Such a practice helps to 
soften the hide and keep the flies off. 
Ordinary bran and feed sacks made 
into blankets by cutting clear down 
the seams and sewing on old overall 
straps or similar devices are very sat- 




































































isfactory. Of course, a more attrac- 
tive blanket can be made or pur- 
chased for the show ring. 
Clipping 

The ideas of showmen differ a little 
on this practice. Most of them clip 
the calves all over, while a few sim- 
ply trim up the head, tail and legs. 
Older animals are clipped all over. 
Entire clipping, however, is the most 
common practice at calf club shows. 

First, wash the calf with warm 
water and soap, so that the clippers 
will work well. Clip about two weeks 
before the show. A fine coat of hair 
will then grow out. Keep well blank- 
eted till showing. From jnow on, 
mjany good showmen massage the 
hide daily in addition to brushing. 

The Horns and Hoofs 

Just before shipping your ealf, 
clean up the horns and hoofs. First, 
remove the dirt from the horns with 
a rasp or an ordinary piece of window 
glass. Don’t scrape too hard or you 
may injure the horn. Follow this 
with a piece or sandpaper or emery 
cloth. When the surface is smooth, 
it will be in shape to take a polish 
by using a mixture of sweet oil and 
pumice stone on a soft, woolen rag. 
Phen rub the horn with a soft rag 
until it shines. The same thing can 
be done to the hoofs, if desired. 


At the Show 
On the evening before showing, 
wash the tail thoroughly, squeeze 


out the excess water and then braid 
into several small braids. Tie each 
braid tightly with a stout cord. Short- 
ly before entering the ring unbraid 
and fluff out the tail. If the calf is 
dirty, wash with warm water and 
soap and then rinse. A very small 
amount of bluing may be added to 
the rinsing water, if desired. Bed 
the calf down well to keep it clean. 

An hour before entering the show 
ring, fluff out the tail and touch up 
the horns and hoofs. A little shoe 
polish is good for this purpose. 
Brush well and rub down with a soft 
cloth on which a small amount of 
sweet oil has been poured. Adjust 
the halter properly and wait for the 
judge to call your class. 





JONES CO., IOWA, ORGANIZES 
CALF CLUB 


Jones county is the first in the 
state of Iowa to organize a dairy calf 
club in 1924, although there are 30 
others that have either started or- 
ganization work or are planning to’ 
start clubs this spring, according to 
the report of the Iowa State Dairy 
Association office here, which directs 
the state dairy calf club work in co- 
operation with the county farm bu- 
reau and Extension Service, Ames. 

The Jones county club is composed 
of 11 boys and girls living in the vi- 











cinity of Monticello, and all have 
purebred Holstein heifers. Their 
leader is Mr. W. N. Knuth, cow test- 
ing association tester, and the mem- 
pers are John and Myrick Shover; 
John and Mildred Wilcox; Carl Hut- 
ton; Wilfred and Reuben Dress; Earl 
Benedict and Catherine Hoffman, all 
of Monticello. 

It is planned to hold regular meet- 
ing of the club members during the 
coming year where subjects of inier- 
est to dairymen and future dairymen 
wil! be considered. The members will 
receive :‘instruction in dairy cattle 
judging, and will learn the points to 
look for in selecting dairy cows. They 
will also receive instructions in feed- 
ing, fitting and showing, and other 
things of interest. Al) will exhibit 
their calves at the county fair in 
Monticello next fall and they may 
send the best five to compete in the 
state dairy calf club show which will 
be held in connection with the Dairy 
Cattle Congress next September. 

The Jones county club is being 
managed along lines similar to pre- 
vious dairy calf clubs. There were 
18 counties that organized dairy calf 
clubs during 1923. Eleven of these 
showed some of their best calves at 
the Dairy Cattle Congress state club 
show last fall. 

The following counties have signi- 
fied intentions of starting dairy calf 
clubs this year: Kossuth, Fayette, 
Clayton, Mitchell, Webster, B!ack, 
Hawk, Cerro Gordo, Hardin, Frank- 
lin, Worth, Winnishiek, Allamakee, 
Hancock, Floyd, Chickasaw, Bremer, 


Butler, Marion, Montgomery, Sac, 
Howard, Wright, Dubuque and 
Greene. Most of the clubs are or- 


ganized through the county farm bu- 
reaus. 


It appears probable that the enrol!- 
ment of club members in 1924 will ex- 
ceed the number who joined a year 
ago. Although only Jerseys, Guern- 
seys and Holsteins have been used in 
dairy calf clubs in the past, it ap- 
pears that Brown Swiss and Ayr- 
shires will be represented this year 
and some of the two later breeds 
may be shown in the state show. 

At the present time, there are a 
trifle more than 500 dairy calf club 
members in Iowa. The clubs run for 
a three-year period. Experience in 
three-year club covers not only car- 
ing for the young dairy heifer, but 
also through the milking period of at 
least on@ year. Both grades and 
purebreds are being used in dairy 
club work.

On Wednesday, April 
23, Foot and Mouth disease broke 
out in calf herd in world’s fa- 
mous herd owned by Fred Hartsook. 
Lankershim, California. Owing to 
isolation of calf barn, seventy-three 
wonderful calves were destroyed and 
balance of herd placed under con- 
stant watch. On Monday, April 28, 
the noted 40-lb. and 1000-lb. fat pro- 
ducer, Bessie Snowball De Kol, was 
found to be infected and within an 
hour many other members of herd 
went down. Entire herd contains over 
three hundred head and includes such 
famous animals as Tilly Alcartra, Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th, the 
world’s record Miss Aaggie Ormsby 
Segis, the 33-lb. two-year-old Carrie 
Tritomia Ormsby, the state record 
cows Rosamaines Korndyke Beauty 
and St. Eva Colantha Hubbavale, 
Norma Korndyke Cornucopia and long 
list of 1000-lb. cows. Herd also con- 
tains Miss Aralia De Kol Mead and 
Miss Aralia De Kol Aaggie, one hun- 
dred per cent sisters, breed’s highest 
record heifers for average of seven 
nearest dams. Two of their sons 
and one daughter in herd only animals 
in world with average above 1100 Ibs. 
for fifteen nearest dams. The $2/,- 
500 bull, Sir Aaggie De Kol Mead also 
lost. Hartsook herd represents very 
tops picked from over sixty top herds 
as foundation animals and practically 
all now in herd.

GEORGE CASE TO BE HEARD 
THIS MONTH 


The case of E. P. George against 
the Holstein-Friesian Association has 
been noticed by Judge Kellogg, Chief 
Counsel for the Association, for a 
hearing in the Court of Appeals on 
May 12.

Judge 
Kellogg has now taken steps to get 
that out of the way and the case will 
be heard on May 12 or as soon as it 
can be reached on the calendar.

TO SECRETARY WALLACE 


An interesting event in Washing- 
ton, on April 24, 1924, was the pre- 
sentation by the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America of a set of 
the True Type  Ho!stein-Friesian 
Models to the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. The presentation was 
made by Mr. T. E. Elder and Mr. 
Fred Pabst, directors of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association, and were 
received by Secretary of Agriculture 
H. C. Wallace on behalf of the De- 
partment. 

In making the presentation, among 
other things Mr. E!der brought out, 
that it was a great privilege to rep- 


resent the twenty-four thousand 
members of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America on this occa- 


sion. He went on to tell of the im- 
portance of the  Holstein-Friesian 
breed of cattle and their majority in 
the United States. He continued and 
closed his presentation as follows: 

“The object of the Ho!stein-Friesian 
Association has been, is, and always 
will be the betterment of the dairy 
industry of the country. With that 
motive in view, it was necessary to 
establish in concrete form an ideal 
toward which the breeders’ could 
work, consequently, a committee of 
judges, and breeders were appointed 
to work out and have developed into 
models the True Type of the Ho!- 
stein breed. Models which the com- 
mittee believes emphasize that fact 
which students have long realized, 
the correlation of type with produc- 
tion. Two years of earnest effort 
were devoted by the committee to the 
task, during which time hundreds of 
the best animals of the breed were 
closely studied. The committee at 
last satisfied itself as to the True 
Type of the breed and have incorpor- 
ated their ideas in the models which 
you now see before you. 


“Throughout the years of the de- 
velopment of the breed, the Holstein- 
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Friesian Association has looked to 
the various forces of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture for sugges- 
tions and information, both of which 
have been freely and_= generously 
given.

The fourth record of the present 
testing season above 31 lbs. has re- 
cently been completed at Middleton 
Farm, Black River, New York. This 
is the record of K. P. B. K. Fern 
Pietertje Pohlcrest 480879, a _ five- 
year-old, who is still on test and at 


last report had 32.66 lbs. butter to 
her credit. She was then under con- 
stant watch for retest, making four 


pounds of fat in one day and may in- 
crease these figures materially.

In handling herds in this group, 
overhead costs in the way of feed, 
equipment, labor, large additional in- 
terest on investment per head, and 
the large losses invo!ved in rigid cull- 
ing not only justify but demand fi- 
nancial returns on animals sold pro- 
portionately and substantially higher 
than those invo!ved in Groups 1 and 
29. The bulls that go out of the herds 
in this group to head grade dairy 
herds, go out strictly upon a com- 
petitive basis with the bulls from 
Groups 1 and 2, and may, therefore, 
be expected to yield little profit and 
in. many cases an actual loss over 
cost of production. The higher class 
bulls produced in this group and 
which go to head and improve the 
purebred herds in Group 1 and 2 of 
necessity must yield such financial 
return as will justify and make prof- 
itable the large jinvestments, high 
costs of operation, and losses from 
culling involved in the selective pro- 
cess through which bulls capable of 
improving the herds in Groups 1 and 
2 are produced. 

It must be admitted as an existing 
condition that dairymen, especially 
those owners of grade herds in the 
cow testing associations, do to a cer- 
tain extent discount the production 
records of purebred registered cows, 
made on three and four time milking 
per day. In actual field experience, 
it is not at all uncommon to find 
dairymen who rate a cow testing 
association record of 400 lbs. butter- 
fat on two-time milking as equal to 
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around 600 lbs. of butterfat on three 
time mitking and the correspondingly 


greater feed and labor bills which 
they associate quite often with the 
larger semi-official records. With 


this thought in the dairyman’s mind, 
it must be admitted as an existing 
condition that he is willing to pay ap- 
proximately as much for a purebred 
bu'l out of a dam with a cow test- 
ing association record of 400 Ibs. of 
butterfat as he is for a bull out of a 
500- or 600-lb. semi-official record 
dam, other considerations being 
equal. 

That this situation exists in Cal- 
ifornia at least is susceptib!e proof 
in practically all of our leading dairy 
centers. That it has some basis of 
real merit will mot be denied by 
straight-thinking breeders. But it is 
inevitable that these same dairymen 


will gradual!y lessen their present 
abnormally large discount of three 
and four time milking records as 


they familiarize themselves with the 
actual conditions under which such 
tests are conducted. Evidence of this 
was plainly indicated in one of the 
recent purebred sire campaigns in 
this state when a group of dairymen 
who had signed up for bulls visited 
one of our leading breeding establish- 
ments noted for its very large pro- 
duction records. These dairymen 
were astonished at the simplicity of 
the conditions under which some ex- 
ceptionally large records were in pro- 
cess of making, expressed by one of 
them when he said, “Why, these cows 
haven’t a bit better place than my 
own cows have at home.” 


But in that part of his operations 
which has to do with the production 
of high class herd bulls, the breeder 
in Group 3 has a different problem to 
face. In developing dams and com- 
binations of dams to produce bulls 
that will meet the requirements of 
breeders in Groups 1 and 2, he is 
preparing his herd to dea! with men 
who, if they have the real breeder’s 
viewpoint, want to know exactly 
what the dam and other near female 
ancestors of the bull they buy are 
capable of doing when called upon 
for sustained full capacity produc- 
tion, and what the sire and other 
nearest sires in the pedigree have 
been able to produce in the way of 
daughters tested under like condi- 
tions. Thus are the relatively and 
substantially higher costs forced up- 
on the breeders in Group 3, and no 
sound value can be placed upon the 
animals they produce without taking 
these unusual costs into full account. 
Two additional groups have a defin- 
ite but subordinate place in purebred 
development, the speculator-breeder, 
and the out and out speculator, which 
are merely mentioned here. as 
neither group_ gives any = serious 
amount of thought to the previously 
Outlined problems of breeders in the 
three main groups. 

Existing herds can of course be 
quite definitely classified into the 
three groups mentioned. They are al- 
ready here. It is just a question of 
each individual owner deliberately 
placing himself in the group to which 
he belongs by virtue of the quality 
of his herd, the community in which 
he is located and the results he has 
set out to attain.

service of Oak De Kol Ollie Homestead. The calf was 
named Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King and his name 
is legion among Holstein breeders everywhere. His 
achievements as a sire will be given in detail in another 
paragraph. 

In 1913 the herd had grown to considerable size and 
Mr. Hackney began looking for a herd sire. After con- 
siderable thought and search he purchased King Segis 
Pontiac Count, who was a result of the popular King Segis 
Pontiac—King of the Pontiacs cross and his two nearest 
dams were former World’s Champions in the yearly divi- 
sion. After two years of service this young bull suffered 
an injury that made him practically useless for a period 
of three years. After several operations and a long con- 
tinued treatment he was returned to service and at twelve 
years of age still stands at the head of the herd. The 
first of his daughters to freshen proved a distinct sensa- 
tion, the majority making from 20 to 28 lbs. in seven days 
as junior two-year-olds and completing year records up 
to 1025 lbs. From then on the daughters of “Count” have 
shattered World’s Records with startling regularity. To 
date but forty-five of his daughters have been tested, yet 
they have broken more World’s Records in the various 
classes of the regular prize divisions than the daughters 
of any other bull that ever lived. He is the only bull in 
the world with three two-year-old daughters over 1000 lbs. 
butter and is one of the only two sires having three daugh- 
ters over 30,000 lbs. milk. Fourteen of his daughters 
have made records from 30 to 37.15 lbs. in seven days and 
twelve from 1000 to 1287 lbs. in year test, in which respect 
he is unsurpassed among living sires. A number of his 
sons have produced 30-lb. and 1000-lb. daughters that 
include the World’s Champion junior four-year-old milk 
producer, Mamsell Johanna (1317 lbs. butter from over 
31,200 lbs. milk.) 

Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King developed into a 
calf of much promise and Mr. Hackney early determined 
to keep him for a future herd sire and the wisdom of his 
choice is well proven. He stands on his record as one of 
the outstanding sires of all time in point of combined 
type and production. He has eight daughters over 1000 
lbs., including the American Champion, May Walker Ollie 
Homestead (1523 lbs.), and is one of the only two sires 
having two daughters average over 1400 lbs. of butter in 
year test. Nine of his daughters have made from 30 to 
38.11 lbs. in seven day test. He is, himself, a grand cham- 
pion in the show ring, is sired by a grand champion and is 
sire of three grand champions—all at major shows. The 
sons of “Piebe” have kept pace with his sensational 
daughters, being the sires of many sensational heifers 
with records up to 39 lbs. in seven days and over 1000 lbs. 
in two and three-year-old form. His offspring are of dis- 
tinct “Piebe” type and this characteristic is carried on 
from generation to generation, producing sensationally 
and winning in the show ring. In 1917, realizing that he 
was unable to give his herd sires an equal opportunity, 
Mr. Hackney sold a half interest in Piebe Laura Ollie 


Homestead King to Mr. V. S. Culver, now Secretary and ° 


Manager of the Minnesota Holstein Company, of Austin, 
Minnesota, where he was in service six months of each 
year for the remainder of his life. In the two herds are 
many of his most promising daughters that are still to 
be developed and in view of the fact that during the past 
month two new 1000-lb. daughters have been reported 
for him it is safe to assume that his list of 30-lb. and 
1000-lb. daughters will continue to grow for some time 
to come. 

For the past ten years it has been the purpose at Arden 
Farms to cross the blood of “Count” and “Piebe” back 
and forth. This cross has produced some of the very 
greatest animals ever dropped at the farm and the results 
obtained, both as to type and production, have met, and 
in many instances exceeded all expectations. The Count- 
Piebe cross has produced a number of 30-lb. heifers with 
year records up to 1159 lbs. in year test. The bulls re- 
sulting from the cross, head some of the greatest herds 
in America. A proven son of Piebe Laura Ollie Home- 
stead King from a 1000-lb. four-year-old daughter of King 
Segis Pontiac Count is being used at Senator A. C. Hardy’s 
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Avondale Farm on the May Echo Family. Other bulls of 
this breeding are in service in some of the best herds ip 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, Michigan, Pennsylvania, New York 
and many other stafes. A son of “Piebe’”’ from a daughter 
of “Count” is sire of a 1021-lb. senior two-year-old and q 
three-quarter brother sire of a 1010-lb. junior three-year. 
old. Still another son is sire of two 30-lb. heifers and a 
39-lb. cow. A son of “Count” from the dam of “Piebe” 
is sire of a number of splendid heifers, including foyr 
over 30 lbs. Whether the cross is “Piebe” on the “Count” 
daughters or “Count” on the “Piebe” daughters, the off. 
spring are consistent winners in the show ring. 
“Piebe” is dead and “Count”, now over twelve years 
of age and still in heavy service, will soon be gone. For 
the future Arden Farms and Mr. Hackney are banking 
on Piebe, a full brother to Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead 
King. Born September 20, 1922, this splendid young bull 
is now in heavy service and over fifty cows are carrying 
calf to his service. He is a bull of splendid type, lighter 
in color but otherwise very much on the order of his 
famous full brother at the same age. To stand with 
Piebe as junior herd sires, Mr. Hackney is retaining Sir 
Veeman Piebe Pontiac Beets, whose two nearest dams 
are 1000-lb. daughters of “Piebe,” and a son of “Count” 
from the 30-lb. four-year-old daughter of “Piebe” and 
the greatest daughter of “Count”, Jewel Pontiac Segis. 
In recent years the herd has grown tu such proportions 
that Mr. Hackney has decided to hold annual sales in con- 
nection with the breeding operations at the farm and has 
set May 17th, as the date of the First Annual Count-Piebe 
Sale, at which time seventy-five animals representing 
the best blood in the herd will be sold at public auction. 
Mention of the sale is made elsewhere in this issue.

Reports from 3612 New York farms 
indicate that the population on these 
farms is 97.2 per cent of the popula- 
tion on the same farms a year ago. 
On this basis the number of persons 
living on New York farms is estimat- 
ed at 741,000. The United States 
Census gave the number, in 1920, as 
801,000. 

During the past year 46,500 men 
left farming for other occupations 

‘and 14,200 left other occupations to 
go to farming. At the present time 
prices that farmers receive are so 
far below the wage level that less 
than one farm in seven has a hired 
man. 

The production per man is being 
increased so rapidly that the total 
output of agriculture has decreased 
very little.

TUBERCULOUS PARENTS 
Success in rearing healthy calves 
from tuberculous parents is reported 
in Alaska Stations Bulletin No. 5, 
Eradication of Tuberculosis in Cattle 
at the Kodiac Experiment Station, 
recently issued by the Department of 

Agriculture. 

This work, which has been going 
on for five years, was originally un- 
dertaken in an effort to save the val- 
uable herd of cross+bred Galloway- 
Holstein-Friesian cattle which had 
been developed at the station and 
which had become infected with tu- 
berculosis from unknown sources. 

Thirty calves of different breeds 
dropped in the tuberculous herd from 
1917 to 1920, inclusive, were taken 
from their dams 24 hours after birth, 
kept in separate quarters, and fed 
pasteurized milk of the tuberculous 
cows. None of them developed tuber- 
culosis and all were eventually added 
to the sound herd. 

The bulletin discusses the develop- 
ment of the herd at the station and 
the subsequent advent of the disease, 
as well as the methods of raising the 
calves to prevent them from contract- 
ing and spreading the disease. A 
copy may be secured, as long as the 
supply lasts, from the United States 
Department of Agriculture, Washing- 
ton, D. C.

During the month of February, 
there were thirteen active cow test- 
ing associations in Virginia with a 
total of 5,723 cows on test. Of this 
total, 689 cows produced over 40 Ibs. 
of butterfat, and 280 produced over 
50 Ibs. The highest producing cow 
for the month was credited with 2617 
Ibs. milk and 105.5 lbs. fat, this being 
a grade Holstein owned by Ben Mid- 
dieton, of Herndon, Virginia, a mem- 
ber of the Fairfax County No. 1 As- 
sociation.

The monthly news letter of the 
Western Office of the Dairy Division 
shows a total of 36,322 cows in 1,318 
herds tested in forty-eight associa- 
tions of the nine western states dur- 
ing the month of February. Califor- 
nia leads with 25,913 cows tested in 
634 herds, of which 3,933 head pro- 
duced over 40 lbs. fat. In the classi- 
fication of herds over fifteen cows, 
the grade Jersey herd of nineteen 
head owned by John T. Belloni of 
California leads with an average pro- 
duction of 54.2 lbs. fat, 1,021 Ibs. milk. 
F. F. Pellissier is in second place 
with an average of 51.5 lbs. fat, 1,- 
243 lbs. milk for twenty-three regis- 
tered Holsteins. Twenty-eight of the 
forty-nine associations are led by 
purebred or grade Holstein herds, 
seven by Jerseys, two by Guernseys, 
one by a Shorthorn and eight by 
mixed herds. In the herds of fifteen 
cows and under, the grade Holstein 
herd of J. L. Sebastian of California 
leads with an average production of 
60.8 lbs. fat, 1,910 lbs. milk for seven 
head. J. H. Ainscough of Utah is 
in second place with an average of 
56.4 lbs. fat, 1,571 lbs. milk for two 
registered Holsteins. Holsteins oc- 
cupy twenty-three of the forty-six 
places in this list, Jerseys eleven, 
Guernseys two, Shorthorns one and 
mixed herds seven. The Washing- 
ton State Hospital at Fort Steila- 
coom, Washington, leads the Western 
states with their registered Holstein, 
Nettie Wayne C., whose production 
is 121.6 lbs. fat, 2,482 lbs. milk. An- 
other registered Holstein, Auretia, is 
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in second place with 101.1 lbs. fat, 
3,063 lbs. milk, she being owned by 
J. L. Sebastian of California, while 
a third registered Holstein above 100 
Ibs. fat comes next with 100.9 Ibs. 
fat, 2,970 lbs. milk. Thirty-two of 
the forty-nine high cows are _ Hol- 
steins, nine are Jerseys, three are of 
mixed breeding and a Shorthorn and 
a Guernsey each hold one place. 


There were 1,146 cows tested in 
eighty-two herds of the six cow test- 
ting associations of Colorado during 
the month of February. Of this 
number, 187 produced above 40 Ibs. 
fat, the largest number being in the 
Pueblo association with 74. The 
Pueblo association also had the larg- 
est number of cows with 328 tested 
during the month and the highest as- 
sociation average with 859 Ibs. milk 
and 31.1 lbs. fat.
